A NEW MARKET NEWS SERVICE 

The  Agricultural  Marketing  Service  of  the  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture 
is  now  offering  a  new  service  to  users  of  Federal-State  market  news,  to  speed 
the  dissemination  of  market  reports  and  widen  the  area  to  which  they  are 
disseminated. 

The  new  service  makes  it  possible  for  users  of  market  news  to  hook-up 
to  the  Federal-State  leased  wire  network,  and  receive  the  Federal-State 
market  reports  on  teletypewriter  machines  installed  in  their  offices. 

Subscribers  to  this  service  can  receive  market  news  reports  immediately 
as  the  reporter  sends  them,  in  most  cases  --  or  within  minutes  after  he  sends 
them,  if  the  reports  must  be  "relayed"  from  one  circuit  to  another. 

SPEEDING  THE  DISSEMINATION  OF  MARKET  NEWS 

USDA  and  Federal-State  market  reporters  gather  agricultural  market  news 
at  more  than  200  permanent  and  seasonal  markets  and  producing  areas.   Trading 
is  reported  on  markets  for  cotton,  fruits,  vegetables,  dairy  and  poultry 
products,  livestock,  grain,  feedstuffs,  rice,  molasses,  tobacco,  and  other 
commodities.   Locations  of  these  market  news  offices  are  shown  on  the  map  on 
the  outside  cover  of  this  booklet.   A  "key"  to  the  locations  of  the  offices, 
and  to  the  commodities  that  each  of  them  covers,  is  given  on  page  2. 

Reports  that  the  market  newsmen  gather  at  these  markets  are  transmitted 
regularly  on  the  19,000-mile  Federal-State  network  of  teletypewriter  circuits 
connecting  the  market  news  offices.   These  circuits,  also,  are  mapped  on  the 
outside  cover  of  this  booklet. 

DETAILS  OF  THE  NEW  SERVICE 

Starting  August  1,  1963,   interested  market  news  users  may  arrange  for 
direct  teletypewriter  connections  to  this  leased  wire  network,   which  will 
enable  them  to  receive  the  market  news  reports  as  they  are  transmitted. 

The  leased  wire  lines  which  comprise  the  market  news  network,  the 
teletypewriters,  and  other  equipment  making  up  the  communications  circuit, 
are  ownea  uy  the  American  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company.   Persons  and 
organizations  who  want  to  hook-up  to  the  circuit,  therefore,  make  all  business 
arrangements  with  the  American  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company. 

The  private  subscribers  pay  all  the  costs  of  the  service  directly  to  the 
American  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company.   These  costs  include:   the  rental 
of  receiving-type  teletypewriter  machines  equipped  with  station  selectors; 
the  line-mileage  rates;   and  all  installation,  removal,  and  associated  costs. 
All  contracts  for  the  service  are  between  the  subscriber  and  the  telephone 
company,  subject  to  approval  by  USDA. 
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At  present  rates,  the  service  costs  a  user  about  $80  per  month  for 
rental  of  equipment,  plus  about  $1.09  per  mile  per  month  for  line  charges  for 
the  connection  from  his  location  to  the  nearest  leased  wire  station  on  the 
particular  circuit  on  which  he  wishes  to  receive  service.   USDA  can  not  change 
the  location  of  its  stations  (market  news  offices)  in  order  to  reduce  the 
mileage  costs  to  a  subscriber  or  group  of  subscribers. 

Two  or  more  subscribers  may,  of  course,  share  the  cost  of  one  machine, 
if  they  choose  to  do  so.   The  mileage  charges  may  be  reduced  by  having  one 
person  order  and  pay  for  machines  at  several  locations,  which  are  then 
hooked-up  to  the  leased  wire  circuit  at  its  nearest  connecting  point.   If 
the  individuals  order  and  pay  for  their  machines  individually,  each  must  pay 
the  full  mileage  charge  for  separate  connecting  lines  to  the  leased  wire 
circuit,  even  though  all  the  machines  are  located  in  the  same  town. 

SERVICE  CAN  BE  TERMINATED  BY  USDA 

The  new  service  is  available  to  all  who  want  it,   and  no  application 
need  be  made  to  USDA  to  receive  service.   However,  USDA  reserves  the  right 
to  cancel  at  any  time  the  connection  of  any  and  all  subscribers  who  abuse 
the  service  by  misrepresentation  of  reports,  or  for  any  other  reason  when, 
in  its  sole  judgment,  such  cancellation  is  desirable. 

NO  CHANGE  TO  BE  MADE  IN  OPERATION  OF  LEASED  WIRE  NETWORK 

The  primary  purpose  of  the  leased  wire  network  is  to  relay  information 
throughout  the  country,  for  use  by  market  news  offices  in  preparing  and 
issuing  reports.   The  network  continues  to  serve  this  purpose,  and  no 
changes  can  be  made  in  its  operation  because  of  the  addition  of  any  private 
subscribers. 

The  service  is  subject  to  such  adjustments  as  are  deemed  desirable  by 
USDA  in  the  content,  length,  scheduling  and  timing  of  reports.   USDA  can  not 
add  to,  subtract  from,  or  modify  its  reports  solely  as  a  service  to  any 
private  subscriber. 

Market  news  offices  will  not  be  able  to  give  any  special  service  to 
subscribers,  in  connection  with  machine  operation.   Many  of  the  reports  move 
on  the  circuit  in  abbreviated  telegraphic  language  in  order  to  get  the  most 
traffic  transmitted,  and  subscribers  will  receive  the  reports  in  this  form. 

SELECTION  BY  COMMODITY  GROUP 

Subscribers  may  arrange  to  receive  reports  covering  one  or  more  of  six 
commodity  groups.   These  are:   1,  f ruit-and-vegetable;   2,  livestock;   3, 
dairy-and-poultry;   4,  grain;   5,  cotton;   and  6,  tobacco.   However, 
subscribers  can  not  select  individual  reports  or  products  within  one  of  these 
groups. 

Traffic  on  some  circuits  consists  largely  of  reports  in  one  commodity 
group.   Other  circuits  handle  traffic  for  several  groups. 
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MARKET  NEWS  NETWORK  MADE  UP  OF  NINE  SEPARATE  CIRCUITS 

The  market  news  leased  wire  network  is  made  up  of  nine  separate 
circuits.   A  person  interested  in  subscribing  to  the  direct-connection 
service  should  consider  the  arrangement  of  these  circuits,  and  the  information 
which  is  carried  on  each  of  them.   The  market  news  reports  carried  regularly 
on  each  of  the  circuits  are  listed  and  described  on  pages  5  through  11  of  this 
booklet. 

A  subscriber  will  receive  —  for  his  selected  commodity  group  or  groups  — 
the  reports  which  are  transmitted  on  the  circuit  with  which  he  chooses  to 
connect.   If  the  subscriber  wants  to  receive  the  market  news  which  is  carried 
on  two  or  more  circuits,  he  has  to  arrange  for  connections  to  be  made  to  each 
of  the  circuits.   Separate  machines  and  line  facilities  are  required  for  each 
circuit.
